PRIZE DAY PROCEEDINGS. 

The annual distribution of 
prizes took place at 
College this . morning, 
ceremony being performed by H. 
E.the Officer Administering the 
Government (Hon. Mr. Claud 
Severn, C. M. G.),in the presence 
of a large gathering of parents 
and friends, 

“THE REPORT. - 

From the lengthy report by the 
Headmaster (Mr. B. Tanner) we 
take the following —.. 

The total number of scholars 
enrolled during the year ending 
December 31st, 1918, was 989—54 
more .than in the previous 
year. The average daily attend- 
ance was 589—30 more than in 
1917. The highest attendance 
was reached on September lith 
when 731 were present; the lowes: 
on June llth, when only 392 at- 
tended; this reduction, which was 
only temporary, was the result of 
t.e outbreak’ of Cerebro-spinal 
Meningitis and the following day 
the Medical Officer of Health 
decided that the College should 
be closed for five days. . ° 

The year under review. was one 
remarkable for the unusually 
great number of changes on the 
staff. The late Head Master, Mr. 
T. K. Dealy, retired on pension in 
May, aud in the same month three 
assistant masters,, Mesers. Ral- 
ston, Fletcher, and Hancox, left to 
proceed to the front. ‘Later 
in the year, Mr. Nightingale was 
transferred to the Yaumati 
School and quite recently Messrs, 
Partington and Maxwell have left 
to take up posts outside the 
Service. Que Anglo-Chinese 
master, Mr: Lai-Im-tong, has re-

Apart from the ‘outbreak of 
spotted fever and influenza, which 
greatly affected our attendance, 
the health of the School generally 
has been quite normal. An 
individual medical examination 
of students bas been instituted 
and is being very thoroughly’ 
carried out by Mc Kenny; 
owing, however, to extreme pres- 
sure of work in, the Medical 
Department, returns are not yat 
complete. During the spotted 
fever. epidemic atomisers were 
kept constantly at work on. the 
school-premises; one of these was

ments. We hope that next year 
this difficulty will be, to a great 
exteat, if not entirely, removed. 

In Class 3—the largest class in

No boy can now 
teceive promotion from any class 
unless le satisfies the examiners 
in both English and Chinese, 

Altogether, throughout | the 
School, and including those takiag 
the University Examinations, 504 
boys. were examined as compared 
with 467 in 1817. wt 

The Pupil Teachers attending 
the Normal Class were,.for the 
first time, entered for. the 
Matriculation Examination. Of 
the 8 candidates entered, 3 pess- 
ed the examination and are now 
at the University as Student 
Teachers, ‘ : 

There are 13 Student In- 
terpreters. now in attendance at 
the College, distributed through- 
out Classes 1,2, and 3, and they 
are all: doing very “satisfactory 
work, . These boys are’appointed 
after. competitive examinations 
and ‘attend the College until re- 
quired to fill vacancies for in- 
terpreters in various Govemment 
Offices, Lo . 

The Queen's College Division

education. Higher education was 
stimalated by the presence of the 
University and he hoped it would 
not be long before the University 
would reach its full strength in 
all ‘the faculties. Dr: Lim Boon 
Kim's speech at the recent.con- 
gregation had been of great 
encouragement to them. There 
was.an increased demand for re- 
creation grounds and thatdemand 
would have. the very careful 
consideration of the Gavernment. 
There ‘was also a demand for 
vernacular schools and e number 
of Chinese gentlemen had promis- 
ed'to bear the cost of a number 
of Confucian schools in the 
Colony where a good vernacular. 
education could be obtained. The 
Government was pledged to sup- 
port this movement, He hoped that 
before long s scheme worthy ofthis 
Colony would be devised. As he 
had stated, they were in a transi- 
tion period. “It was very difficult 
to say how much will be required 
at present but they did know. the 
difficulties there are facing them 
in the City of Victoria and so 
perbaps some of the schools would 
have to move to the peninsula of 
Kowloon as there was no room 
on this side for modern schools. 
The days of ‘a Behool without a 
playground. were past. The 
question of moving schools to 
Kowloon involved that of trans- 
port Within the reach of everyone. 
That was only part of the problem, 
which: he hoped would be 
adequately dealt with as soon as 
y.could.
